Denied Hall, Georgetown 
Students Set Street Event 
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A group of Georgetown Uni- 
versity Law Center students 
said yesterday it plans to hold 
its own ceremonies in the 
street Friday while Chief Jus- 
tice Warren E. Burger ad- 
dressed an official dedication 
of the schooEs new campus. 

The Chief Justice was in- 
vited to the formal event some 
months ago, but since then 
some students have decided 
Burger is not an appropriate 
choice to dedicate the |1U 
million complex, located at 600 
New Jersey Ave. NW. 

What crystalized such oppo- 
sition, according to A1 Ross, 
president of the Student Bar 
Association, was Burger's criti- 
cisms in July of those young 
people who enter law school, 
on the theory that they can 
change the world by litigation 
in the courts." 

As a result of that state- 
ment, Ross, 24, and other law 
students applied for permis- 
sion to hold a general discus- 
sion on the role of law educa- 
tion in toda 3 r *8 society. The 
students reserved the spool's 
moot courtroom and invited 
Chicago Seven attorney Wil- 
liams Kunstler and Arthur 
Kiney, to participate. 

Marlon Barry, a director of 
Pride, Inc., a self-help program 
for blacks, and Catherine Rora- 
back, an attorney at the New 
Haven, Conn. Black Panther 
trial, were also invited. Ross 
said all four plan to attend. 

Georgetown officials at first 
gave the students the go-ahead 
for their program, but re- 
scinded permission last week 
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when, according to Assistant 
Dean Roy Schotland, "it be- 
came clear that what was 
planned was a counter-dedica- 
tion and an attack on the chief 
justice." 

Schotland said the refusal 
of a campus facility "had noth- 
ing to do with who the speak- 
ers are," but some students, 
including a group that sup- 
ports the school’s position, 
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have implied that the initial ' 
opposition to a counter-demon- 
stration came from Burger 
himself. 

When .the school forbade the 
use of a campus facility, the 
student group applied to the 
District police for a street 
rally permit near the law cen- 
ter on either G or F Streets 
NW. 
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The poUce have not yet 
acted on the request, but al- 
ready the students and the 
administrafiou have disagreed 
over provisions for traffic 
flow.:^ • . ’I 

School * officials want Hq 
keep one lane open for cars 
because they say the expected 
1,300 guests at the dedication 
are unfamiliar with the area.

Ross said that, with or with- ! 
out . police and school permis- 
sion the rally will be held. ^ 
Ross, who is one of four stu- 
dents negotiating with the 
school, charged that Dean 
Adrian S. Fisher told faculty 
members last Friday that the 
Chief Justice had expressed 
reluctance about addressing 
ceremonies that might be dis- 
rupted by a competing event 
on the 1,800'Student campus. ! 
Charge Unanswered ' 

Fisher refused to answer the* 
charge and instead referred i 
newsmen ta Burger's office. • 
A spokesman for. the Chief 
Justice yesterday denied inter- 
ference by Burger, saying, 
"There’s nothing to it that 1 
know of." 

However, a statement re- 
leased by students who sup- 
port Burger’s appearance said 
he "has- exercised his prerqga- 
tive in requesting that re- 
marks pertinent to a dedlca- 
.tion not be placed in an envi- 
ronment of unstructured de- 
bate." • 

These students, members of 
the Georgetown Law Journal, 
the Barristers’ Council and 
the -Law and Policy publica- 
tion and several law fratemi- 
.ties urged that counter cere- 
monies be held on another 
day. , . 
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
